Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1963. 

The  rise  in  population  which  was  evident  in  1962  continued 
with  increased  momentum  throughout  the  year  when  almost  a 
thousand  inhabitants  were  added  to  the  town. 

The  rising  Birth  Rate  and  falling  Death  Rate  are  again 
pleasing  features  to  note  from  the  vital  statistics  for  the  Borough 
— both  rates  comparing  very  favourably  indeed  with  the  National 
average. 

The  need  for  improved  maternity  facilities  in  the  town  is 
becoming  more  acute  as  a great  proportion  of  the  incoming 
families  belong  to  the  younger  section  of  the  population  and  are 
contributing  substantially  to  the  rising  Birth  Rate. 

The  increased  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  this 
year  was  due  principally  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  which 
occurred  during  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year  and 
accounted  for  over  80  per  cent  of  the  notifications  received. 

For  the  first  time  since  1956  paratyphoid  fever  again  made  its 
appearance  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  three  cases  notified  were 
part  of  a greater  number  which  occurred  in  surrounding  districts 
and  were  attributable  to  the  ingestion  of  foodstuff  containing 
infected  liquid  egg  imported  from  abroad.  The  Liquid  Egg 
(Pasteurisation)  Regulations  which  came  into  operation  in  January 
1964,  should  greatly  help  to  prevent  any  re-occurrence  of  this 
infection  in  the  future. 

The  town  expansion  scheme  proceeded  at  an  increased  rate 
during  the  year,  several  new  factories  and  a further  250  houses 
being  completed.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  61  dwellings  under 
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construction  in  Godmanchester  to  help  to  relieve  the  acute 
shortage  for  local  needs. 

The  consulting  engineers  have  been  asked  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  augmenting  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  Godmanchester 
to  deal  with  the  increased  expansion  within  the  town.  Some  delay 
is  being  experienced,  however,  in  the  production  of  this  scheme 
owing  to  the  increase  of  Trade  Effluent  from  premises  in  the  town. 

The  Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board  took  over  the  Borough’s 
undertaking  in  April  1963  and  supplies  to  the  town  have  been 
maintained  without  serious  shortage. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration 
they  have  shown  me  and  also  the  Officers  for  their  continued  help 
and  co-operation.

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New  Housing 

Town  Expansion  Housing  programmes  resulted  in  a con- 
siderable increase  of  new  housing.  The  total  number  of  houses 
completed  was  348,  of  which  238  were  erected  for  the  Council ; 
the  remaining  1 1 0 being  private  houses. 

The  total  number  of  Council  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  1182  representing  35.4  per  cent  of  the  inhabited  dwellings 
in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  182  families  were  rehoused  from  London  and 
38  local  applicants  were  housed  on  the  Town  Expansion  Estates. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  163  applicants  on  the 
local  housing  list.  During  the  year  96  names  were  removed  from 
the  list  following  the  Committee’s  policy  to  not  consider  persons 
living  outside  the  Borough  until  the  housing  position  improved.

The  Council  also  improved  3 Corporation  owned  dwellings. 
A survey  of  properties  between  High  Street,  Hartford  Road, 
The  Laundry  and  the  River  Ouse  was  commenced  with  a view  to 
obtaining  the  modernisation  of  all  suitable  properties  in  this  area.

During  the  year  the  Pinfold  Lane  No.  1 Clearance  Order 
was  confirmed  following  the  holding  of  a Public  Enquiry.  This 
makes  a total  of  19  dwellings  included  in  confirmed  orders  from 
which  the  occupiers  have  to  be  rehoused.  Housing  Act  action 
under  the  individually  unfit  section  was  also  initiated  on  4 proper- 
ties. A further  28  properties  were  considerably  improved  after 
informal  action  had  been  taken. 


Water  Supplies 

The  Nene  and  Ouse  Board  took  over  the  maintenance  of 
supplies  during  the  year.  The  main  supply  source  continues  to 
be  from  River — line  gravel  beds  in  Brampton  Parish.  A few 
outlying  properties  in  the  South  Ward  are  supplied  from  the 
St.  Neots  Rural  Area. 

Work  progressed  during  the  year  on  the  Sapley  Water  Tower 
and  on  a link  main  from  Ripton.  Work  also  progressed  on  the 
Brampton  River  Intake. 

Supplies  sometimes  fell  in  pressure  particularly  on  the  newly 
developed  sites.  The  ban  on  the  use  of  hose  pipes  was  continued. 
Temporary  arrangements  were  made  to  pump  filtered  river  water 
into  the  supply  when  necessary. 

Samples  were  taken  at  many  consumer  points  during  the  year 
and  submitted  to  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  bacteriological  examination.

Water  Board’s  Engineer  and  repeat  samples  taken  where  original 
samples  proved  unsatisfactory. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  treatment  works  in  Cow  Lane  again  experienced  some 
difficulty  for  a period  when  overloaded  by  trade  effluent.  Tem- 
porary steps  were  taken  by  the  trade  concerned  and  less  incon- 
venience was  caused  to  inhabitants  than  in  1962. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  renew  a length  of  sewer  in  St. 
Peter’s  Road  and  a new  trunk  sewer  was  constructed  on  the  Town 
Expansion  site.  The  new  ejector  station  in  Chivers  Yard  came 
into  operation  during  the  year.  A further  4 pail  closets  were 
converted  to  water  closets.  Except  for  a few  premises  awaiting 
demolition  or  improvement  the  only  closets  other  that  water 
closets  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  those  on  some 
caravan  sites. 

Night  soil  collection  continued  to  be  undertaken  bi-weekly 
in  the  South  Ward  by  direct  labour  and  disposed  of  direct  to  the 
sewer.  In  the  other  Wards  St.  Ives  R.D.C.  contract  for  the 
weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil. 

Cesspits  are  emptied  by  St.  Ives  R.D.C.,  arrangements  being 
made  direct  with  the  property  owners  concerned. 

River  and  Streams 

The  usual  river  bathing  has  taken  place  but  no  cases  of 
disease  have  been  attributable  to  this,  this  year. 

No  serious  flooding  occurred.  The  riverside  caravan  site 
which  usually  experienced  some  flooding,  closed.  The  Borough 
Council  discontinued  to  control  the  Godmanchester  Lock  and 
Sluice  gates  during  the  year.  The  Great  Ouse  River  Board  set 
a new  indicator  board  with  normal  level  set  at  29.6ft.  A.O.D. 
Although  this  is  apparently  the  level  intended  when  the  sluice 
gates  were  reconstructed  it  is  6in.  below  the  level  at  which  the 
river  has  been  kept  since  at  least  1954. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  made 
throughout  the  built  up  part  of  the  district.  Disposal  has  been 
to  a tip  at  Buckden. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  by  the  indiscriminate 
tipping  of  small  and  large  quantities  of  rubbish  (including  a few 
derelict  car  bodies)  in  ditches  and  on  vacant  plots  of  land.  No 
recognised  facility  is  available  for  the  disposal  of  such  waste 
in  this  Borough. 

A trial  scheme  of  collection  by  the  paper  bag  method  was 
abandoned  owing  to  dogs  tearing  the  bags.  I consider  this 
experiment  in  a form  of  dustless  collection  was  not  given  adequate 
trial.  Paper  sack  holders  are  available  which  provide  adequate 
protection  to  the  bag  from  animals.  The  paper  sack  method, 
in  addition  to  providing  less  dust  than  the  present  skip  system, 
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also  reduces  the  weight  to  be  carried  by  the  operatives.  While 
the  paper  sack  system  may  not  be  suitable  to  all  situations,  I 
have  seen  no  reference  in  the  technical  press  to  any  other  Local 
Authority  trying  this  scheme  and  then  abandoning  it  completely. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  Council  continued  in  its  effort  to  provide  a swimming 
pool  in  the  Borough.  The  nearest  public  pool  being  at  St.  Neots. 
A new  indoor  pool  has  been  opened  in  Cambridge  and  God- 
manchester  County  Primary  School  opened  an  open  air  training 
pool  for  pupils  of  the  School. 

Water  samples  were  taken  from  this  pool  on  two  occasions. 
Both  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

Pest  Control 

The  Council  employ  a full-time  operator.  In  addition,  one  of 
the  Housing  Maintenance  Staff  has  attended  a short  course  and 
is  able  to  stand  by  during  the  operator’s  absence  on  annual  leave. 

Regular  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  and  prompt 
attention  given  to  complaints.  The  term  Pest  has  been  given 
a liberal  interpretation  and  following  animals  have  been  either 
exterminated  or  trapped  and  released  in  more  suitable  surround- 
ings.

Towards  the  end  of  summer  the  operator  was  badly  stung 
by  wasps  and  found  to  be  allergic  to  wasp  stings.  From  that 
period,  the  treatment  of  wasp  nests  was  limited. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Act,  1960 

No  progress  was  made  with  the  proposed  Municipal  Caravan 
site  in  spite  of  considerable  efforts  by  the  Council.  After  spending 
some  time  on  preliminaries  for  a site  off  Stukeley  Road,  planning 
approval  could  not  be  obtained  for  the  access. 

The  riverside  site  at  Godmanchester  closed  down  but  a licence 
was  issued  for  the  small  site  next  to  Anchor  Cottage,  Hartford.

The  slow  run-down  of  Mayfield  Site  continued,  there  being  16 
Caravans  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Deep  Meadows  and 
Orchard  Caravan  Site  remained  licensed  for  34  Caravans. 

Small  unofficial  sites  remain  at  Stukeley  Road  and  Hartford 
Road. 

In  addition  3 individual  caravan  sites  are  licensed  and  there 
are  a number  of  caravans  on  contract  sites  and  in  similar 
exempted  positions. 

Clean  Air  Act 

One  application  for  prior  approval  was  received  in  respect 
of  Charrolds  new  factory  and  approved.  A further  application 
in  respect  of  Batchelors  factory  (temporarily  approved  last  year) 
was  approved  subject  to  an  undertaking  to  raise  the  height  of 
the  stack,  should  this  prove  necessary. 

The  Prior  Approval  section  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  applies  to 
all  industrial  boilers  irrespective  of  size  and  to  domestic  boilers 
exceeding  55,000  B.T.U’s.  Although  specialist  contractors  some- 
times contact  the  office  regarding  this  matter,  it  can  be  assumed 
that  some  installations  are  being  put  in  without  notice  being 
given  to  the  Council. 

No  Smoke  Control  Areas  have  yet  been  considered  although 
all  property  being  constructed  by  the  Council  is  equipped  for 
burning  smokeless  fuels. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

One  application  was  received  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair. 
Notice  of  intention  to  issue  the  certificate  was  given  but  the 
property  concerned  was  later  subject  to  agreed  slum  clearance 
action. 

Agricultural  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provision)  Act,  1956 

There  are  within  the  Borough  46  occupiers  of  land,  exceeding 
one  acre,  used  for  agricultural  purposes.  No  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  for  the  specific  purposes  of  the  Act  although  several 
have  been  visited  for  other  purposes.  No  action  under  the  Health 
sections  of  the  above  Act  would  appear  to  be  needed  at  present. 

Licensing  Act,  1961 

Five  Club  premises  were  re-inspected  following  renewed 
applications  by  the  Clubs  concerned  for  Registration  Certificates 
under  the  above  Act.  All  premises  were  considered  satisfactory 
for  the  declared  uses  of  the  premises. 

Pet  Animals  Act 

Two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pets.  In  neither 
case  are  many  animals  kept  on  the  premises  ; the  animals  being 
mainly  fish  and  cage  birds. 
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Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations 

Thirty-eight  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
and/or  petroleum  mixtures  and  one  for  Calcium  Carbide.  All 
premises  have  been  inspected  and  one  new  installation  tested. 
A number  of  old  installations  are  well  overdue  for  testing. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Little  action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act  other  than 
dealing  with  a few  enquiries. 

Factories  Act 

Several  routine  inspections  have  been  made.  No  formal 
action  has  been  necessary.  There  are  no  out-workers  lists  sub- 
mitted this  year. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

(a)  Ice  Cream 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers,  but  in  addition  to  the 
travelling  ice  cream  vans,  one  of  the  resident  dealers  now  has  a 
soft  ice  cream  machine.  Twenty-nine  premises  are  registered  for 
the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Sixteen  samples  were  purchased 
for  test  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 
Fourteen  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  1 and  Two  in  Grade  2 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services. 

(b)  Slaughterhouse 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  Borough  now. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  local  butchers  to  have  animals 
slaughtered  at  St.  Ives  Abattoir. 

(c)  Bakehouses 

There  are  two  bakehouses  operating.  The  majority  of  bread 
and  confectionery  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  prepared  outside. 

During  a local  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever  a check  was 
made  of  the  bakehouses  and  other  establishments  to  check  on  the 
use  of  liquid  egg.  Three  samples  of  cream  mixtures  were  taken 
and  proved  satisfactory  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

(d)  Unfit  Food 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  foodstuffs  surrendered 
as  unfit.  A summary  of  these  items  follows  :
